Openly Gay Cabinet Minister Appointed 


Newly elected Prime Minister Paul Martin 
made history this month by appointing 
Canada's first openly gay Cabinet Minister. 
Scot Brison, a Member of Parliament from 
Nova Scotia was first elected to the House of 
Commons as a member of the Progressive 
Conservative party. When that party merged 
with the Alliance to become the Conservative 
Party Brison crossed the floor to join the 
Liberals. "I have no interest in being part of a 
right-wing debating club where we get 
together at conventions and debate how to 
privatize sidewalks," Brison commented at the 
time. The Conservative Party suffered major 
setbacks during the recent federal election as 
numerous candidates publicly made 
homophobic and/or anti-gay comments. 
Brison will be given responsibility for the 
Public Works portfolio, including the looming 
sponsorship inquiry.

PRIDE and RESPECT are two inseparable 
friends. Most lesbians know this, yet we still 
treat other members of our community in a dis- 
respectful manner. We purport to be open- 
minded and to appreciate each others unique 
gifts, yet we are often more prejudicial toward 
each other than are individuals outside the 
lesbian community. Many of us know this on an 
intellectual level but still label and stigmatize 
others. For example, we presume that someone 
who is feminine is "less" lesbian than those of 
us with more masculine characteristics, but 
don't be too masculine or you will have failed 
as a feminist. We assume that women who are 
into long-term commitments are merely 
mimicking the more negative aspects of the 
heterosexual community and, thus, aren't 
deserving of our respect but those who don't 
support gay marriage have failed the 
community. The list goes on... 


Recently, I was introduced to a dyke who felt it 
her mission to make crude comments about the 
Edmonton lesbian community. She labelled and

stigmatized. She described the Edmonton 
lesbian community of consisting almost wholly 
of the "blue collar worker" and made negative, 
insulting remarks about what she assumed to be 
an obvious lack of intelligence among these 
women. As I listened to her on various 
occasions, I noted her need to appear PROUD 
while exuding an unmistakable sense of self- 
loathing. The result is, of course, that she is 
lonely and miserable, in a vicious cycle of 
disrespect and self-hate. She will never truly 
experience PRIDE and happiness until she 
learns to treat others in a positive, accepting way. 


This woman is not alone; too many members of 
our community hide behind a wall of 
negativism and then exude false PRIDE. They 
know not the true pleasure and satisfaction that 
comes with real, heartfelt PRIDE, the kind born 
of friendship and openness to the unique gifts 
of others. Emotional power struggles ensue 
when we separate PRIDE and respect. Listen to 
other dykes who state they have PRIDE but 
then condemn others. If you listen carefully, it 


is clear that they have no PRIDE at all; they live 
the lives of ignorance and hatefulness they 
purport to despise. 


PRIDE and respect are soul mates. If you don't 
love others, you can't love yourself, so get with 
it and start treating our sisters with respect. 
Let's make the Edmonton lesbian community a 
model for others and truly exude PRIDE. When 
we march, when we advocate let's do it for all; 
our sisters are truly this, our sisters!

If you're 
looking for some excellent, diverse outdoor arts and culture, here are some 
quick facts: 


*'La Vie en Fringe' is this year's theme and it runs from August 12th - 22nd. 
They're advertising more than 130 venues, from all over the world, plus 
street entertainment, food and arts and crafts vendors. Pick up a program 
guide, which includes detailed information for every show, as well as maps 
and schedules. They're available either on-site or in any 7-Eleven store. 


*Tickets are available either @ the door or in advance, at the Fringe Festival 
box office, which is located in the lobby of the TransAlta Arts Barn (10330 
84th ave.) You can also call 409-1910 to order. (Note that a $3.00 'adminis- 
tration’ charge applies to advance tix.) 'Frequent Flyer Passes' are also for 
sale, at $80.00. That allows you 10 shows, subject to availability. 


*The day of the performance, there are no advance tix. They're available 
only at the venue. Look for the red front of house tables one hour prior to 
each performance. Method of payment is cash only. 


+Audience rules are strictly adhered to-no latecomers are allowed once a 
show has started, so its best get to the venue early. There's no re-entry either, 
so if you're gassing it up in the beer tent beforehand, make sure to visit one 
of those jumbo port-a-potties beforehand. Since all the revenue for each 
show goes to practically-starving artists, they do not offer refunds, except in 
cases of cancellation or change of schedule. 


*Productions for the Fringe are selected via a lottery. There is no selection 
criteria, so for many emerging theatre artists, this is the chance to bring their 
creative vision to a stage. There will be diverse and eclectic plays worth 
choosing over, which are advertised all over the place, each promising a 
galaxy of stars. Some are great, some aren't but that's part of the fun-the 
search for the hidden gem. There's usually a buzz around the hot venues, so 
keep your ears up while trying hard to pretend that green onion cake is really 
a baguette sandwich.

Another season has come and gone, and not only have the boys from Queer As Folk gotten 
older and more mature, the music has also continued to evolve with them. The Season Four 
Soundtrack has been unfortunately been whittled down to one disc, but the soundtrack still 
is amazing. The Cd leads off fittingly with this season's opener, “Cue The Pulse To Begin” by 
Burnside Project, and continues the one two punch with London's Darlings Suede and the 
track ‘“‘Attitude”. There still is plenty of thumpa - thumpa in the form of ‘Strobe's
